The prior art rejection of record is still believed to be proper, and therefore, is maintained. 

The arguments filed on 4/13/05 indicate that the passing means includes currrent source 106 in addition to transisor 104 has not 
seen in the previous arguments. Further, the definition of the passing means in the specification does not explicitly indicate that the 
passsing means includes transistor 104 and current source 106 as argued. As clearly shown in Fig. 1 of the present invention, the 
passing means is the block circuit 104 which is transistor 104 shown in Fig. 2. In the specification, page 10, lines 7-10, the applicant 
explicitly discloses the switching circuit 104 performing the function recited for the passing means in claim 1. In summary, unless the 
passing means is explicitly defined in the specification which must include cun*ent source 106 and transistor 104, it is proper to interpret 
the passing means includes only transistor 104 as disclosed in the specification. With such an interpretation, the claim is seen as being 
anticitpated by the reference . 
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
